DISBANDING THE PIRATES. 


Bince the ‘decision of the Government 
to disband the pirate troops. trouble: has 
beae expected’ in. Canton, but beyond a 
few outbreaks in the villages around 
nothing of any consequence bas happened. 
It was oxpected on all hands that at the 
cond-of tast-woek-after “Shek’s-men~ bad’ 
been disbanded there would be rioting, 
and elaborate precautions were taken to |’ 
prevent this. All the best trained soldiers 
were lined up in oa sort of cordon to pro. 
tect the Western Suburbs and incidentally 
‘Shameen from any’ trouble, for it. was 
recognised that the onc way in which 
these men could get a hit back at’ the 
Government was. by falling foul of the 
foreignors.. The Government have so far 
shown that they have a good grasp of the 
situation, ‘but ‘what effect the rioting in 
the North will have remains to be seen, 
On Sunday there was a big procession 
round about the Eastern part of the City 
and also on Monday. These did not seem 
to have any object except to keep the 
people , engaged .employed and prevent 
them getting out of hand while the newa 
of the Peking trouble was fresh. Lung 
Cha Kwong and. Ho. Lui Hap, two 
influential men in the, army, have. taken 
. | over the protection of the Western and 

“Southern Suburbs and they have received 
\apecial instructions about ‘Shameon. 

RIFLES, 


One cause of trouble was that many of 
. the pirate and robber troops brought with 
them into’ the ranks. of the people’s army 
new and ‘modern rifles at which the 
Government at the time was. only too 
pleased. This of course developed into a 
moot question later on when it was-seen 
‘that sooner or later these men would 
“have to ,bé' disbanded and ‘disarmed, so 
they were promised $100 for their rifles, 
It is stated. that in many cases these men 
have given up their arms, but have not 
received the promised money, which, if 
-|-true, means. an agitation that. will. not die 
down i ina hurry. 

; MORE FIGHTING AT KO TONG.

‘number of villages near the railway line, 

‘}-about 10 miles from. Wong Sha: Over the 
most trivial incidents these villages are 
ever ready to be at each other’s throats 
and it is: anything but peaceful, up there, 
Things - are not improving, .

pirates are making their way there.
